where their bodies are not held par- 
allel with the wall but slant out from 
it -at quite an angle. 


Borne Idea of the delicacy of the*e 


Insect* may be had when a very fine 
human hair I* placed, Bide by aide, 
under a microscope, with the leg* of 
a mosquito. 
The lower joint* of the 


leg. will be found to be no larger than 
the flheat human hair which has been 
•elected. And when we see that these 
delicate leg* have perfect joint*, and 
numerous email hair* along them, and 
that the feet at their termination* 
have minute claw*, two on each foot, 
then we are amazed once more 
another example of nature'* wonder- 
ful creation*! 


Before reviewing the "criminal rec- 


ord" of certain of these grote*que- 
ooklng Inaects, It would be quite In- 
teresting to study their wonderful de- 
velopment from 
the 
queer-shaped 


eggs, to the more queer appearing 
adult*. The writer recently *aw some 
motion pictures showing (the larvae 
state of the common mosquito where 
he rapidly "wiggle*" up to the sur- 
face of the water to "Breathe through 
hi* tail." This remarkable manner of 
breathing I* accomplished by aid of 
the elaborate extension of the trachlal 
tubes which terminate In an appa- 
ratus for breathing at the last seg- 
ment of the abdomen, and very close 
to the "tall" of the individual. 


The exhibition did not show the 


round floating at the *.urface or •!•*- 
where In the water. 
One of these 


'wriggler*" I* shown In drawing No. I 
i* he appear* In the act of breathing. 
It was shown upon the screen, very 
vividly, how thla breathing Is effect- 
ually stopped, and the larvae deatroy- 
ed, when keroaene oil la poured over 
the surface of the water. 
The layer 


of oil prevented the little chap*, who 
delight In "breathing through their 
tall*," from getting what they dune 
up after. 


Many have probably aeen 
the** 


queer little creature* in the standing 
water about country houses, where It 
ha* been held In old can* or pall* 
for a number of day*. They are very 
lively little fellow* and wiggle away 
from any attempt to capture them 
the Instant a hand 1* brought near 
the water's surface where they are. 
The anopheles mosquitoes breed In all 
kind* of place* where standing water 
may be found, and they are partic- 
ularly fond of the aporea from the 


ater plant which 
make up the 


green scum of many stagnant water 
location*. 


There U an Interesting difference 


between the anopheles and culex 
member* of the moequlto family, not 
only In the form and appearance of 
the egg*, but all along the line of de* 
elopment. The larvae of the former 
species re*t* at the water'* surface 
in a position parallel with the surface, 
and doe* not hang down with tall up 
as does the latter species. 
During 


mid-summer the larvae may reach full 
•lie 
in two week* after hatching,

egge of the mosquito, upon the screen, 
but began with him in the larval state 
as described above. A small portion 
from a group of eggs of the culex 
mosquito may be *een in drawing No. 
1, and a few of the blackish egg* of 
the anopheles species are shown In No. 
2 (greatly enlarged). 
The egg* are 


laid on the surface of the water where 
they are to the found floating singly 
or in groups. 


The larvae feed upon minute par- 


ticle* of vegetation, either 
while 


when they transform Into pupae, auch 
a* ahown In drawing No. 4. 
IB this 


stage they remain for three day* or 
•o when the adult mosquitoes come 
forth from these queer-looking wrap- 
ping*. 
An adult mosquito, thua IMU- 


ng from the pupae, was ahown upon 
the screen In moving-pictures, and 
reminded on* of an old man slowly 
struggling to pull himself up out of 
a bed covered 
with clothe* which 


seemed too heavy for hi* strength. 
The comical procedure brought many 
audible smiles from the Interested au- 
dience. This ended the varlaom* life 
of the common mosquito, aa far aa 
hi* portrayal upon the screen was con- 
cerned, but It gave a very Interesting

example of hi* successive change* be- 
fore he starts out to make thing* hot 
for the summer visitor who delight* In 
allk hose and bare neck and arm*! 


The reader'* attention la called to 


the peculiar form of the animal in 
the pupal stage as shown In drawing 
No. 4. where the position near the 
surface of the water la indicated by 
lines above the figure. The long legs, 
proboscis, and elaborate antennae are 
all carefully folded up within the bag- 
looking affair attached to the thorax. 
In this etate also the location of the 
eye* may be observed. These organs 
when viewed under the microscope ap- 
pear much like blackberries In color 
and checkering. The peculiar trump- 
et-shaped breathing organ* may be 
seen projecting from the top of the 
thorax. 


In figure 6 I* shown a specimen of 


mosquito called "Anopheles 
quad- 


rimaculatu*" — one of the malarial 
mosquitoes as originally drawn by Dr. 
Li. O. Howard. Chief of the Bureau 
of Entomology, a man who ha* given 
the subject special atudy and 
from

whose drawing* and writing* much of 
the information In this article has 
been gleaned. 


In figure « la shown a side view of 


a common variety of mosquito which 
was drawn from a dead specimen. 
The originals of both specimen* were 
about three-eight* of an Inch only In 
length of body. 


Prof. W. P. Klrby. F. U 8., states 


that the high-pitched 
note of the 


mosquito, which we hear aa It ap- 
proaches us, 1* caused by the 
very 


rapid vibrations of the wings which 
beat the air at an estimated rate of 
3,000 strokes per minute, or 60 pur 
second! 
Dr. Howard 
opposes thla 


theory by stating that this noise 1* 
produced by vibration* of a chltinous 
process In the large trachea just he- 
hind the thoracic spiracles during res- 
piration. 
As thla noise ceases when 


the insect lights, It Is evident that 
the action of the wing* has some- 
thing at leaat to do with the high- 
pitched hum. 


Regarding 
the malaria - carrying 


propensities of the anopheles mosqui- 


toes. Dr. Howard writes: "The cause 
of human malaria Is the growth and 
development within the red blood 
cells of a very minute parasite organ- 
ism belonging to the lowest group of 
the animal kingdom—the group Pro- 
toioa, or one-celled animals, which live 
In the water or In damp sands or moss, 
or inside the bodies of other animals 
as parasites." These parasites are in- ' 
troducod through the skin as the mos- 
quito bites the victim. 


As 
these 
mosquitoes breed 
In 


marshy places and miasma emlnatlng 
Trom them was once given credit for 
the disease known as malaria. In- 
stead of the blame resting on the 
jerm-laden proboscis of the anopheles 
mosquito. 
One peculiarity of 
this 


specie* Is that they rarely bite except 
after night fall. 
The use of spirit* 


of camphor or pennyroyal oil used on 
the face and hands or upon the pillow 
at night la suggested to keep these 
night-biter* away. When only a very 
Few mosquitoes seem to be about, one 
by one may be "smacked" upon the 
face—if one is awake at the time 
visited—by the simple but amusing 
process of holding the breath just af- 
ter the mosquito has settled down on 
one'* epidermis for a good draw on 
one's red blood. Holding the breath 
closes up the pore* In the skin and 
hold* the mosquito captive, by his 
proboscis, for lonr enough time to get 
in a good whack at him. 


Dr. Howard writes: 
"During the 


summer of 1900 and spring and sum- 
mer of 1801 the work of a commission 
of surgeon* of the United States Army 


demonstrated In Cuba 
beyond 
Ut« 


slightest possible doubt that 
y*l!«w> 


fever 
is not 
conveyed by Infected] 


clothing of yelldw-fever patients or by 
contact with such patients or by prox- 
imity to them, but that it Is conveyed 
by the bite of a certain *pecles of 
mosquito known as "Stegomyla calo- 
pus" which abounds in regions where 
yellow fever is possible." Thus U one 
more disease laid at the door of the 
mosquito family. 


"The bit*, of this mosqluto," contin- 


ues Dr. Howard, "doe* not convey yel- 
low fever to a healthy person until 
twelve day* have elapsed from th» 
time when the same mosquito ha* bit- 
ten a person suffering with the dla- 
ease." 


The methoda of exterminating these> 


pests are as many a* those suggested 
for the vanquishing of the fly. Which 
latter insect ha* more , excuse for 
existence, seeing he Is one of nature's 
scavengers, and to banish him, with- 
out first banishing what be naturally 
feede on, would produce a pestilence. 


For the extermination of the mos- 


quito, their breeding places In rain- 
barrels should be carefully screened: 
marshes should be drained and dis- 
infected and small pool* of standing 
water should be covered by a film ot 
kerosene oil and later drained and 
covered with earth. To add to these 
measures house* should be screened 
and bed nettings used where the pests 
are particularly abundant. 
By these 


measures Mr. Mosquito will be forced 
to relinquish his undesirable vocation 
of inoculating people with dieea**.

looked upon as refuse is now scien- 
tifically classified and is a source of 
wealth and large revenue. 
In this 


city there are several firms while 
they do not devote themselves ex- 
clusively to the paper 
industry, as 


tb,e source of the waste paper Is not 
as large as in other cities, the waste 
paper is the dominant source of their 
income. 
Great markets are now present in 


all the leading commercial centers 
where men devote themselves exclu- 
sively to handling the waste paper 
that is bailed by collector for supply- 
ing needs of the paper mills. 


In New York forty thousand per- 


sons are engaged alone in the work 
of gathering, packing, 
sorting and 


shipping that which a little more 
than a decade ago was regarded as 
a nuisance by the street cleaning de- 
partment, and as a menace to the 
public health by the health depart- 
ment. 


One firm in New York has a con- 


tract with the owners of a building 
to pay $135 a month for the paper 
that the tenants discard. 


There are hundreds of grades of 
waste paper which are recognized by 
the dealers and "by the paper mills 
and only an expert can detect 
the 
difference 
between some of 
the 
grades. Most of the local merchants 
in baling the waste paper for the 
market only recognize and discrimi- 
nate between wood pulp paper and 
cloth paper, which they divide as 
white news, blank news, fo'ded news 
and the classified ledger paper, writ- 
ing paper, book shavings and first 
and second grade books. 


Science lately has used her in- 
fluence to 
augment this industry 
which has progressed 
by gigantic 
strides, leaps and bounds iu present 
generation. 
Several " chemical pro- 
cesses have been discovered which 
obliviously erase all the ink that has 
been written or printed on the pap- 
er and these deinking processes in 
no way manifest a propensity to mac- 
erate or deteriorate the paper. With 
the ink erased the paper can be more 
easily reduced to former pulp state 
and poured into paper that is nearly 
the equal of the original. 


The deinking process Is applied to 


all kinds of papfer and of late has 
been under consideration in regard 
to use on all government waste pa- 
per and particularly upon the old 
worn tmt paper money 
which is 
made of silk. 
When 
the deinking 
process is used the fabric and fibre 
of paper are not destroyed as they 
are when th^e paper is retroceded to 
the preparatory pulp state without 
deinking. 
The paper deposited in the city 


dumping ground furnishes a large 
resource for one local firm which 
ships its goods out of the city. Most 
large factories employ the hydraulic 
baler or those propelled by an in- 
dividual motor or from a line shaft.

Twenty years ago the nignest ex- 
ponent of the waste paper industry 
•went by behind a dilapidated push 
cart, today he proceeds along the 
thoroughfare in a 60 horse power 
"fuBBcart."

are known to be dead and KO persons 
were injured, some of them fatally, 
in a series of explosions followed b> a 
fire late yesterday .which 
dcstrojed 


the Husted Milling "Company's 
big 


plant at Elk and JEeabody streets 


Every hospital in the city is filled 


with injured. 


The concern employed 
more than 


200 men. The explosions caused the 
walls to collapse. 


A Nicklo-Plate passenger train was 


passing the plant when tho first ox- 
plosion occurred. Although the track 


is 150 feet from 
the mill, Engineer 


John Conroy and his fireman were 
blown from the cab. Both were ser- 
iously Injured, 
Conway later dying. 


Last night an unidentified body was 


loiind in the ruins. 


An unidentified boy was killed while 


crossing a railroad bridge close to the 
mill 
A young man was run down and 


killed by an automobile carrying 
a 


physician which was hurrying to the 
scone of the explosion. 


One of the men working near the 


pit where the explosion occurred was 
blown through the roof of the build- 
ing and over the railroad trestle 500 
feet away. 


He was believed to be Michael King,

and died on the way to the hospital. 


The explosion v.-as caused by spon- 


taneous combustion In a pit 
wjiere 


many tons of corn were stored. 


One of the men employed in the 


factory where 
the

"The first sign of any disturbance 


was when a vast tdhgue of flame burst 
from the corn pit, followed an instant 
later by a tremendous explosion. 


"This was 
succeeded 
by several 


others, just how many the man was 
not certain, as he ran from the build- 
ing just in time to see the rear wall 
collapse, burying a large number of 
workmen.. 


Alarm after alarm of 
fire 
was 


turned 
in. 
The fire companies of 


firemen were able to carry out many 
of the dead and dying. 


The first body brought out was-that 


of Henry Vetter, foreman of the fac- 
tory. 
He had been instantly killed. 


Fifty other mutilated men were car- 
ried out by the firemen and the police 
while flames roared through the great 
building. 


The eyes of many of the 
victims 


were blown out and hands and feet 
were burned off. 


The plant was entirely destroyed by 


fire that followed the explosion, with 
a loss of about $1,000,000. 


The elevator company employed 200 


men, and, according to Vice President 
Husted, of the company, four are not 
accounted for. 
Employes who es- 


caped declared that many ot 
their 


fellow workmen were cut off by the 
flames and probably perished. 


A dozen box cars loaded with grain 


were destroyed. The elevator had a 
capacity of 500,000 bushels.
